The Convention Convenes in 
Good Shape. 


Hon. R. F. del Valle Chosen Chairman 
with One Voice. 


The Unwashed Visit Santa Monica, 
but Don’t Plunge. 


Namerous Committees Appointed—The Caucus— 
The Battle Will Begin in Earnest today 
—Backley after Sallivan’s Scalp 
with a Hoodiam Kaife. 


The Démocratic statesmen were rather 
late about arising yesterday morning, most 
of them having been up until a late hour 
the night previous caucusing at the various 
headquarters, and mapping.out the pro- 
gramme for the convention, and conse- 
quently the early hours were devoid of any- 
thing of special interest. By 10 o’clock, 
however, everybody was up and stirring, 
and the friends of the various candidates 
were rushing about among the delegates, 
pushing the claims of their favorites. The 
San Diego delegation arrived in the fore- 
noon, and was accompanied by the City 
Guard Band of that place, as did several 
other delegations, besides a number of 
delegates from the surrounding country. 
There were, of course, the usual rumors of 
changes and broken slates, among them 
the statement that'General Manager Buck- 
ley had expressed his desire to go to St. 
Louis in person, and would make the fight 
on that issue. This move, it was said, is 
likely to cause some littie confusion, as it 
had been arranged differently, and would 


uire some engineering to get 
the machinery i» operation for this 
new move. Comparativel little was 


said about the Congressional nominations, 
except that money would be spent freely to 
defeat Terry in the Sixth, and that a strong 
effort would be made to ees out a candi- 
date for that purpose. William R. Burke, 
as the representative of J. de Barth Shorb, 
has all along denied that that gent:eman, 
who is now sick at the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco, was a candidate tor Congress, 
but others persisted in trying to push him 
forward, and yesterday at noon Mr. Burke 
received the following dispatch from Mr. 
Shorb, which should settle the matter be- 

ond any further question: “Can’t imag- 
ine why my name has been used as a Con- 
gressional candidate. Would not, under 
any circumstances, accept the nomination. 
I will not be present.” This leaves the field 
-— tor Terry, with the exception of J. 

arion Brooks, who is hardly a tactor in 
the fight, and unless a dark horse is brought 
out he will probably carry off the prize. 
The friends of Judge Sullivan, under the 
leadership of Eugene Dapray, one of the 
leading young members ot the San Fran- 
cisco bar, are pushing his canvass in a way 
that looks like they mean business. As is 
well known, all the Buckley influence 1s 
being used against Judge Sullivan, but his 
friends say this 1s rather in his favor than 
otherwise, and will strengthen him with all 
of the delegations outside of San Fran- 
cisco, There was an informal meeting in 
the pressroom at the Nadeau at 10 o'clock, 
but nothing was done. At the rooms of 
Chairman English most of the delegates 
called, and there was much quiet k, but 
reporters were told that there were n& new 
developments. 

AT THE PAVILION. 

The doors of the Pavilion were thrown 
open shortly after 10 o’clock, and the few 
spectators who were present filed in and 
took their seats. There had been no change 
in the decorations and_ arrangement of the 
hall, as published in The ‘Times yesterday 
morning, except that banners bearing the 
names of the various counties had been put 
in to designate where the various delega- 
tions were to sit, and that the stage had 
been “set.”” On either side were large 
banks of flowers, palms and evergreens, 
with handsome stands of flowers and pic- 
tures of Cleveland and Hendricks on easels, 
the latter draped in black. In the center 
was the chairman’s table, and to his right 
the secretary’s desk. Back of these were a 
row of chairs for the vice-presidents. ‘The 
press had been provided for in the space 
within the orchestra rail, where a number 
of tables were placed. In addition to 
the local press, representatives were 
also present from all the San Francisco 
dailies; as well as Santa Barbara, San Ber- 
nardino, San Diego and other cities. As the 
hour for the meeting of the convention ap- 
proached the hall rapidly filled up, a large 
portion of the audience being ladies. The 
delegates, however, were rather slow about 
getting in, and at 1 o’clock there was not 
more than one-third of them present. After 
that hour they came in rapidly, and were 
directed to their seats, where they found a 
copy of Abbot Kinney’s book on free trade, 
and the tally-sheet of the convention in 
book form provided for them, together with 
Bruce’s Guide. Hon. Steve White ar- 
rived about 12:45 p.m., and at once busied 
himself in assisting in seating the delegates, 
Chairman Mitchell of the San Francisco 
delegation was also on hand early, as was 
also Secretary Flynn. Sheriff McMann 
dropped in shortly before 1 o’clock, and took 
his seat under. the San Francisco banner, 
and shortly after Chris Buckley was led 
into the hall. Capt. Barrett, George W. 
Benton and Sidney Lacey were also present 
and did good work. Thecrowd now came 
pouring through the doors in a perfect 
stream, and the front seats were being rap- 
idiy filled in the first gallery, when 
Sidney Lacey took the floor and an- 
nounced that those seats had bven re- 
served for ladies and their escorts, and 
requesting the others to vacate, which they 
did. There was some little stir over this in- 
cident, when the Seventh Infantry Band, 
which had taken up its poe in the 
gallery, began to play, and shortly after 
another band alsocame in and took seats 
on the opposite side of the hall and fur- 
nished music at intervals during the pro- 
ceedings. At 1:15 Chairman English ‘ap- 
peare 1 on thé stage and took his seat, being 
greeted with a round of applause. There 
was another interval of waiting, while the 
final preliminaries were arranged, 
and at 1:25 Chairman English called the 
convention to order and instructed Secre- 
tary Flynn to call the roll. 

Alameda was called, when there was 
some misunderstanding as to the method, 
and the chairman asked that where a dele- 
gation was full the chairman should an- 
nounce the fact, to obviate the necessity of 
calling the entire roll by names. 

Mr. White asked the chairman if he‘ un- 
derstoed that all of the Alameda delegation 
were fell, and on the chairman disclaimin 
any such meaning there wasa good-natur 
laugh, and the call was proceeded with 
without any incident of note, until @an 
Francisco was reached, when, on Chairfhan 
Mitchell announcing that of 104 delegates 
there were 95 present, there was an out- 
break of applause. 

On the conclusion of the call, there hav; 
ing been no response when Alpine was 
called, the chairman asked the secretary if 
that county was represented, and on receiv- 
ing a negative reply, announced that every 
county in,the State was represented, with 
one exception, and that they would now 
proceed with the regular order of business 
of the convention, the first being the elec- 
tion of a temporary chairman, and that 
nominations were in order, 

DEMOCRATIC. TALK, 

Mr, Mitchell arose at the announcemen 
for nominations and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: As chairman of the State 
Central Committee in 1880, as a member of 
that in 1882, \as chairmanagain during 
the Presidential campelen, and again when 


the late lamented Gov. Bartlett was elected, 
1 take pleasure in nominating a gentleman 


when this convention shall adjourn the 
mention of your name will wipe out all 
sectionalism. [Applause.] 
“The gentiemen whom | will pame is one 
ot the young Demecracy; a fiative son of 
the Golden West, born in this land of sun- 
shine and flowers. He has served the party 
as a member of the Lower House and again 
in the Senate. When I name him you will 
find that he is a man who always voted with 
the people and for the people. I nominate 


Hon. K. F. del Valle as temporary chair- 
man,” 


Vigorous applause arose all over the 
house. 


JUDGE HEATH, 
Santa Barbara, arose and seconded the nomi- 
nation. He said that the gentleman was 
the son of a Democrat, and that he had 
never violated the rules laid down by his 
father. ‘That there were inthe States many 
sons who, following in the footsteps of 
their father would carry the State on to a 
—* victory, and the day is not far dis- 


MR. BERRY 
of Sutter arose and said he wished to in- 
dorse the nomination. As one coming from 
the north, he beheld this beautiful valley 
with great admiration. As one of the 
north he wished to indorse the nomination 
of this son of the south, who was so well 
known in the north; known only to be relied 
upon as the tried friend of the people; 
never known as other than their friend. 
M. T. DOOLING, 
San Benito, moved to close the nomina- 
tions, and Hon. R. F. del Valle was de- — 
clared elected temporary chairman by ac- 
clamation. 
R. F. DEL VALLE. 

Messrs. Mitchell, Heath and Berry were 
named to escort the new chairman to the 
stage. When he appeared upon the plat- 
form the house vented itself in cheers. Hon. 
William D. English introduced Mr. del 
Valle, and that gentleman, stepping to the 
front, said: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: For 
many years l have endeavored to serve the 
Democratic party. in various, capacities. I 
have served the country in positions which 
any young man could well be proud of, but 
the honer conferred upon me by making me 
chairman of this convention makes me 

rouder than any other that the party could 
fave given me. Therefore I thank you 
from the bottom of my heart for these kind 
expressions. 

“The duties imposed upon this conven- 
tion are important, not ouly to California, 
but perhaps to the whole Union. We are 
here to select delegates to the National Con- 
vention who will nominate a candidate for 
the Presidency. The duty is onerous, and 
should be carefully weighed. In the selec- 
tion of these men we should be guided by - 
wisdom and judgment. ; 

“Reviewing the present, past ana future 
for m than 25 years, we have battled 
with the enemy, until at the last National 
Convention we won victory by the selection 
of that honést and illustrious statesman, 
Grover Cleveland. Before that election it 
was thought by some that the country 
would be in danger if ever it got into the 
hands of the Democratic party. After four 
years of its administration what do we find?

Immediately at the close of the speech 
the Chair announced that the next business 
before the convention was the election of a 
temporary secretary. 

Ss. M. WHITE. 

Hon. S. M. White took the floor, and said 
that as San Francisco had given the honor 
of the chairmanship to Los Angeles, and 
only asked for themselves the honor of the 
secretaryship, he thought they ought to 
have it, and he therefore would nominate 
Mr. George W. Keily of San Francisco, a 
competent man, and hoped he would be 
elected. 

M. F. Donleavy, San Francisco, was next 
put in nomination as an active Democrat, as 
amember of one of the most prominent 
clubs ot San Francisco, and as a man com- 
petent to fill the onerous duties of the posi- 
tion. 2 
John T. Doyle then nominated D. J. Oul- 
lahan of San Joaquin, as a graduate of the 
grand old Democratic party of New York. 

Judge Heath then moved that the némi- 
nations be closed. He said that he recog- 
nized the onerous duties of the convention, 
and when its work was over it would ring 
the death knell of the Republican party, and 
he moved further that all the nominees be 
elected temporary secretaries by acclama- 
tion. The motion carried, and the three 
gentlemen were declared elected. 

COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

The chairman announced that the next 
onder of business was the appointment of 
committees, 

Mr. Matthews of ‘Tehama moved that‘a 
committee of 17 on credentials be appointed 
by the chair, two from each Congressional 
district and five from the State at. large. 
Carried. 

Mr. Gaucher of Fresno moved that a com- 
mittee of 17 be appointed on permanent or- 
ganization and order of business, two from 
each Congressional district and five from 
the State at large. Carried. 

Mr. White of Los Angeles moved that a 
cominittee of 17 be appointed on platform 
and resolutions, two from each Congres- 
sional district and five,from the State at 
large. Carried. 

The chairman stated thaf it would take 
some little time for himt» name the com- 
mittees, and Mr. White announced that an 
excursion had been arranged to go to Santa 
Monica, and that the train would leave at 
2:30, He said that some of the delegates 
did not think that they should go, but a 
train had been provided, and they must go, 
Tickets would be distributed among the 
delegates in their seats. 

The chairman said that as this was one 
of the finest bodies of men ever seen in the ~ 
State, a photographer desired to get @ pic | 
ture of them as they sat in their seats. A 

Mr. White said that the invitation to the 
delegates included their families and 
friends, who would ‘also be provided avith 
tickets. 

The chairman then asked the delegates 
and visitors to remait™qniet until the pho- 
tographs were taken, and when this was 
done stated that a letter had been received 
from the Pasadena Board of Trade inviting 
the delegates to- visit that city at any time 
convenient, and saying that cariiages would 
be in waiting to convey them over the city. 

A motion was made that a recess of 18 
minutes be taken while the delegates 
handed in their credentials. 

The secretary proceeded to call the roll, 
when the disorder became so great that Mr, 
Mesmer of Los Angeles moved that a dozen 
sergeants-at-arms be appointed to keep ors 


er. 

The chairman said that order must be 
kept, as it was impossible to proceed, and 
that unless those who were poeta the 
noise qpala keep quiet they had better leave 
the hall. 

The motion for a recess was renewed, and 
prevailed, and the chairmen of the various 
delegation’ came rorward and presented 
their credentials to the seeretary.. The 
chairman announced that he had telegrams 
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for various delegates, and on their names 
beiug called, they came forward and re- 
ceived them. 

At the expifaton of the recess (2:25) the 
convention was again cailéd to order, and 
the chairman announced the committees, as 
follows:

Water People and Railroad People 
Fighting. 

The cable road and the City Water Com- 
pany are having trouble over the laying of 
the Main-street line. The road is now being 
laid directly over the largest water main in 
the street and the water company is kick- 
ing.

Milton Santee’s Mines. 
[San Diego Bee | 

Milton Santee has just returned from 
the Pacific mining district, situated in 
the eastern portion of this county, 30 
miles from Dos Palmos and three miles 
from the line surveyed for the Cuya- 
maca road. He has brought back with 
him several very rich specimens of ore, 
an assay of which he expects in a 
day or so. The ore on the table in his 
office is quiteasight. One specimen 
out of a drawerful is so very rich that 
it is completely filled with specks of 
virgin gold. he specimens in the 
drawer are of free-milling quartz. 
They were all taken from the extension 
of the Sunnyside mine. 

In the neighborhood of the mines, 
Mr. Santee says, there are several 
large springs, capable of furnishing 
sufficient power to run a dozen stamp 
mills. The formation of the svil is 
of slate and broken granite, and this 
makes it easy to work themines. Wood 
of a splendid variety is to be found in 
abundance in the district,and it makes 
first-class charcoal. Mr. Santee has 
some blocks of this wood, and itis of 
such a fine grain and susceptible of so 
high a polish that it seems almost a 
shame to burn it. Asbestos ana crystal 
salt are to be found in large quantities 
in the district.

be repaid in 12 years with 8 per cent. inter- 
est. He asked also power to issue sols 
to the amount of £2,600,000 for works of de- 
fense at forts and at coaling stations. He 
explained that the dividends on the Suez 
Canal shares would be untimately used to 
wipe out the loan. Of the amount asked 


£1,500,000 would be expended at 
Malta, Gibraltdt and other Med- 
iterranean stations, which would 


be made safe against attack. The stations 
would be supplied with the best modern ar- 
tillery. For the defense of mercantile 
ports, the garrisons of volunteer artillery 
would be increased and fresh works would 
be constructed. The cost of navy guns and 
light guns would fall on the usual esti- 
mates. He said the Government had at last 
adopted a new repeating rifle for infantry. 
This rifle had been tried in various climates 
and under varying conditions, and been 
found to be an admirable weapon, During 
the last three years no effort had 
spared by the Government to perfect what- 
ever might be said about the imperfections 
of that branch of the service. 

On the second resolution Sir W. H. Bar- 
tellot asked for details. He said it appeared 
that organization was more necessary than 
s nding money. He referred to Baron 

rassey’s statement that in the absence of 
English orders Whitworth was executing a 
large order for guns for France. 

Stanhope, War Secretary, saia the state- 
ment about Whitworth was without founda- 
tion, For defense of ports and coaling 
stations, works were already in progress, 
and guns had been ordered and measures 
taken to provide the coaling stations with 
barracks and garrisons.

San Francisco, May 15.—[Special.] 
Col. John P. Irish, envoy extraordinary to 
Oregon from His Excellency.

ON THE DRYDOCK. 


Six Weeks’ Repairs Necessary for the 
Queen of the Pacifib. 

SAN Francisco, May 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The steamer Queen of the 
Pacific was raised on the Union Lron Works’ 
drydock today, and marine surveyors ex- 
amined her hull. They found the plates 
somewhat dented in, and in one place, 
about midships, where the vessel rested on 
the bottom of the bay at Port Harford, the 
entire ship’s bottom, keel and all, is knocked 
up about four inches.
